Some of the statistics furnished by 
the London police for the year 1872 
sive a curious picture of the magni- 
tude of the city and of its poveriy 
and crime by wholesale. The police 
force consists of 9761 men, of whom 
superintendents, 261 inspec- 
tors, 984 sergeants, and 8489 consta- 
bles. There are 81 police telegraph 
stations, and the whole length of 
streets patrolled day and night by the 
police was 6612 miles. There are 88,- 
203 persons arrested during the year, 
33,867 for drunkeness and disorderly 
conduct, The police took charge of 
1848 persons injured by accidents, and 
of 904 injured by other causes, and 
found 7387 persons in a state of insen- 
sibility im the streets; 118 persons 
were killed by vehicles, and 53,308 
persons were apprehended under the 
vagrant and poor-lawacts. The pop- 
ulation of the police districts in 1871 
Was 3,883,092, so that there was a 
police officer to every 3898 inhabi- 
tants.
